ER MAJESTY, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Legislative Assembly of the Province of Ontario, 
enacts as follows:

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(ii) of not more than one year for a teacher with 
three or more years experience before the 
commencement of the contract, 


leading to an appointment as a permanent teacher 
if his services are satisfactory to the board, but does 
not include a temporary teacher or an occasional 
teacher; 


(z) “regulations” means regulations made under this 
Act; 


(7) “secondary school”’ means continuation school, high 
school or vocational school; 


(k) ‘temporary teacher’? means a teacher employed to 
teach on a monthly basis for a period not exceeding 
one year.

person elected shall hold office for the remainder of the term 
for which his predecessor was elected.

(2) Subject to subsection 3, where a vacancy occurs from 
any cause in an urban school board or a township school area

(d) where the number of candidates who are nominated 
is the same as the number of vacancies and the 
terms differ, the candidates having the highest 
rateable assessments within the school section shall 
hold office for the longer term.

86.—(1) A trustee of a rural section may resign by giving 
notice in writing to each of the other trustees. 


(2) Where, after the resignation of a rural school trustee 
he has continued to act for three months without his right to 
do so having been called in question by proceedings to vacate 
his seat or for the holding of a new election, he shall be deemed 
to have continued to be a trustee, notwithstanding his resig- 
nation, and shall hold office for the residue of the term for 
which he was elected.

(9) Where a person of school age who resides on lands which 
are exempt from taxation for school purposes, attends a public 
school and he and his parents or guardians are not assessed for, 
and do not pay, taxes for school purposes in the school section, 
the parent or guardian of the pupil or an agent in his behalf 
shall pay to the board of the school such monthly fees as may 
be prescribed by the board, but not exceeding the average 
cost per pupil computed as provided in subsection 3 except 
that in such computation county and municipal grants shall 
not be deducted. R.S.O. 1950, c. 316, s. 90 (6-9).
